The OPA formally announced 
that from last Sunday through 
Oct. 27 no points are to be re 
quired for lower grades of beef 
veal and lamb.

Also ration free will be ham 
burger, lamb and veal patties 
and all cheaper cuts of al 
grades of meat. These include 
such cuts as short ribs and bris­ 
ket of tfcef, breast and flanks 
of lamb and shank of veal

Points are being eliminated, 
too, /on all canned meats, s;tw 
sage, 'frankfurters, J u n c h e q n 
varieties and all other products 
made from lower grades 
meat. These grades arc utility, 
:anner and cutter beef, and util­ 

ity and cull veal and lamb.
This will leave on the ration 

list at current point values" all 
pork cuts, bacon and other 
cured meat, the choice cuts of 
beef, veal arid lamb of top 
grades such as steaks, roasts 
and chops and butter, marga­ 
rine and other fats and oils.

Points on canned fish arc be­ 
ing trimmed two .to- three points 
a pound.

The OPA said it was In agree­ 
ment with the agriculture de­ 
partment that rationing of pork 
and the three top grades of beef, 
veal and lamb (AA, A and B) 
must bo continued.

'"Without rationing, most con­ 
sumers in the areas that do not 
produce these meats would find 
it difficult to get their fair 
share," OPA said.
